MEMORANDUM TO THE HEADS OF DEPARTMENTS AND AGENCIES 


Subject: Beautification of Government Buildings 


The President has directed me to reiterate his desire that 
all Federal buildings be beautified through the planting of 
trees, shrubs, and flowers, 


If you have not yet communicated the President's instruction 
to the persons in charge of each Government building under your 
jurisdiction, you should do so immediately. 


It is the President's wish that improvements be made this 
Spring. 


The President's objective is to make Federal buildings attrac- 
tive and appealing so that they may enhance the beauty of the 
communities in which they are situated. 


To the extent that Federal funds are available to agencies to 
carry out beautification projects, they should be used. Where 
Government funds are inadequate, local civic groups may be 
willing to assist on behalf of the communities. Advice shoulda 
be sought from expert authorities in designing and planting 
trees and gardens. The National Park Service, state and local 
park and forestry departments, and community garden clubs are 
among the organizations that should be called upon. 


The General Services Administration will be responsible for 
beautifying buildings under its jurisdiction. Departments and 
agencies with buildings not under GSA will nevertheless coor- 
dinate plans with GSA representatives at the community level 
in the interests of an orderly program. 


The President assigns priority to this project. Progress should 
be reported through me to the President by June l.
